On lUirwash. I'ourlh of .July and 
.\rcli creeks a great deal of work has 
been done, all going to show I lie 
ground to be very rich. Sheep and 
Ruby creeks are also showing up well, 
and are expected to be big pro- 
ducers. 

Tlie company for which Mr. Lover- 
idge was manager Is headed by W. L. 
Kreese, and although they have not 
done any sluicing during the summer, 
they have got all their plant in run- 
ning order, and have laid l.lOO feet of 
bedrock flume. The property of the 
company Is laid on Bullion Creek, and 
1 luring the season as many as forty 
men were employed. 

The only work that will be done 
during the winter will be the comple- 
tion of an up-to-date sawmill and the 
taking In of supplies for next season. 
It Is the intention of Mr. Breese to 
send In about 400 tcnis of supplies, all 
of which will have to be sent In 'from 
W hlteliorse by sleighs. The company 
will have as many as eight four-horse 
sleighs in (jperatlon all winter and ex- 
pect to have no dtfHculty In getting 
the goods in. 

Freight rates to the camp are very 
high, the cost of landing goods In Al- 
sek being about 22 cents per pound. 
The rivers and lakes were closed for 
navigation on October 14, but It was 
liardly safe to trust a large sleigh on 
them at the time thd party left.
